Mr. Duckett felt the briefing was generally in 
good shape for a briefing of the NRO. He recommended that additional 
data was needed on the means by which the launch vehicle would be 
accurately released, particularly during buffeting of the aircraft. 

He suggested a number of changes in the briefing viewgraphs and 
suggested that Dr. McLucas be approached on a rather low-key 
basis whereby he would be invited to select the nature of the program 
and the means and level of funding.
